I Qconfeſs that there are in Cymbaluns Man- 
di; which was written at a Time when People 
were not nice and ſerupulous in expreſſing 
themſelves with' Freedom on all manner of 
Subjects, ſome Liberties that would not be 
excuſable at this Time of Day; we now ob- 
ſerving a much greater Reſtraint and Delica- 
cy in Expreſſion. But we do not find in it
